Nine of the relevant documents retrieved in 
response to your request originated with,the Department of 
State (or included information originated by the Department 
of State) and were therefore referred to us for appropriate 
action. Due to the age of the documents, we reviewed them 
under the mandatory review provisions of Executive Order 
12958. 


We have determined that all documents may be released 
without any excisions on our part. 


Please note, however, that the enclosed material includes 
documents from which the FBI has deleted information under 
several sections of the Freedom of Information Act. 


e Subsection (b) (7) (C) exempts from release records or 
information compiled for law enforcement purposes which, 
if released, could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 


e Subsection (b) (7) (D) exempts from release records or 
information compiled for law enforcement purposes which, 
if released, could disclose the identity of a confidential 
source and information furnished by a confidential source. 


e Finally, other material relates solely to the internal 
personnel rules and practices of an agency. As such, it 
is exempt from release under subsection (b) (2) of the 
Freedom of Information Act.

Frau ROGOWITSCH's 
parents died in PARIS; 


Pater ROGOWITSCH attended from 1906 to 1914 the Imperial University 
(Faculty of Iaw) in PETERSBURG; from 1925 until 1941 he was the manager 
of the shipping depot of a chemical concern in PARIS. From 1941 until 
1944, he worked as translator, and from 195 to 1948 he was employed - 
with the American Occupation Force, as chief of personnel on the NEW 
BIBERG air field, where he was responsible for the hiring and dismissal 
of civilian personnel, From 1948 to 1949 he again worked as translator, 
and from November 1949 until April 1951 he was employed with the "IRO" 
in MUNICH-Pasing. From 1951 until 1955 he worked at the US Military 
Post in MUNICH, Tegernseer Landstrasse. 


Since 19 October 1955 he has been unemployed and has drawn un= 
employment benefits amounting to 42.60 DM a week since then. 


ROGOWITSCH has perfect command of the German, English, French 
and Russian languages. He is an extremely uncommunicative person. 
In his home he never receives any visitors. 


On 7 September 1955 he rented post office box no. 17 in the post 
office no. at Aeussere Rosenhaimer Strasse 94, Perlach, jointly with 
his wife. At irregular intervals the couple picks up the mail from 
the box, usually in the afternoon. The incoming letters are addressed 
to "Alexander WHITE" and "OLGA"and"Russians outside Russia", (Frau 
ROGOWITSCH's first name is Olga.)

| As has been determined, the letters ustially do not show the namep 
of the senders. When picking up their mail the two ROGOWITSOHs are 
behaving in a strangely shy manper. On 4 September there wore again two 
letters, with the senders not indicated, in P.0. Box MO. 17. 


It is noteworthy that ROGOWITSCH rented the post office tox on 
7 September 1955, about four weeks defense his exploymext with the US- 
Military Post was terminated. 


While working for Amarican agencies ROGONTTSOH allegedly made 
extensive trips to foreign countries. He is said to have obtained 
his passport with the help of the US Military Government, 


He is not know to have a criminal record. 


With regard to his personal, circumstances the following additional 
information has been received: 


ROGOWITSCH originates from a Russian millionaire family; thanks 
to this wealth he was edmitted (an exceptional case) to one of the 
noblest Guard Regiments im Tzarist Russia, in which he served as an 
officer and achiewed the rank of Captain. During World War IT 
ROGOWITSCH was the assistant of Georgij SCHEREBKOW, the representative 
of the Russian emigrants in France during the time of the German oscupation 
(later "Foreign Minister" under General WLASSOW). Since ROGOWTTSCH, 
unlike the other members of SCHEREBKOW’s arganization, withdrew from 
PARIS, when danger arose, in a way tantamount to desertion, he is held 
in very bad reputeby most of the Russian emigrants, and thie bad 
reputation has even been worsened hy the fact that he has developed 
into an alcoholic during recent years, 


ROGOWITSCH is a convinced, if not fanatic anti-Semit? in his 
political views he sympathizes with the rightist-radical Russian 
emigrant ARZIUK. 


During the firat years after the end of the war ROGOWITSCH worked 
for MIIRUD (alias THOMPSON) who was with MIS. From 1951 on, ROGOWITSCH 
worked as Military Intelligence Analyst for G-2, US Army Southern Area 
Command (McGraw Kaserna), There he, according to his own statements, 
met with numerous difficulties since an "American Jew" of that agency 
had determined that in France ROGOWITSCH bad been sentenced to 20 years 
in prison at hard labor, for collaboration with the Germans. As he 
said, it was owing only to the CIC that he was able to continus in his 
work for the agency mentioned. However, as a result of the above 
mentioned fact his activity was highly restricted since he — only 
little confidence. In addition, his co-workers, among them Gerhard 
BUSCHMANN, constantly frustrated him. 
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ROGOWITSCH is said a few years ago to have in fact been hired hy | 
Gerhard BUSCHMANN (for a monthly compensation of 500.~ DM) to establish, 
as informant, contact with ARZIUK and collect information on him, 
ROGOWITSCH allegedly drew the compensation for a long time, while in 
reality he cooperated with ARZIUK from whom he also got regular pay- 
ments. All the secret reports made on ARZIUK by ROGOWITISCH were, in 
fact, dictated to ROGOWITSCH by ARZIUK himself.

Judge Armstrong Foundation of Ft. Worth, Texas 


In Issue No. 245 of "Common Sense", dated 
February 1, 1956, there is a story under the caption 
"Patriots Last Works Available". In this article, 
it was announced that the Judge Armstrong Foundation of 
Ft, Worth, Texas had turned over the entire inventory 
of books of the late Judge GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG to the 
CEA, The article indicated that the books were now 
available to readers of "Common Sense", 


"Ft. Worth Star-Telegram", a daily newspaper, o Worth, 


Texas, made available for review her file on GEORGE 
We ARMSTRONG, SR., from which the following information 
was obtained: 


JAMES MC LEAN, of AP News Features, interviewed 
GEORGE W, ARMSTRONG, SR., at Natchez, Mississippi, on 
11/12/49 and released the following information for 
publication in morning papers of November 13, 1949; 


GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG, SR. was born in Jasper 
County, Texas, the son of an itinerant Methodist minister, 
He was 84 years old at time of above interview. He 
graduated from University of Texas School of Law in 
1880, and began the practice of law at Ft. Worth, Texas, 
in 1890. He was elected County Judge of Tarrant County, 
Ft. Worth, in 1897, and became known as "JUDGE ARMSTRONG". 
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He resided during his latter years at 
Woodstock Plantation at Natchez, Mississippi, Sut 
maintained a residence at Ft. Worth, Texas, for voting 
purposes. He gained considerable wealth as a result of 
oil ventures, banking, cattle, utilities, steel 
manufacturing in Texas, and land buying in Mississippi. 
He is reported to have owned at least three oil fields 
in three counties consisting of 18 oil wells, and 33 
plantations. 


At the date of the interview on November 12, 
1949, Mr, ARMSTRONG stated that three years previously, 
he had established at Ft. Worth, Texas, the "Judge 
Armstrong Foundation, which ‘siphons off' about 15% 
of his income for tax exempt charitable and educational 
purposes", Judge ARMSTRONG was an exponent epainst 
what he termed "racial mongrelizaticn” which 
in his view was the "intermingling of Jews, Gertiies 
and Negroes in the same schools", which he violently 
opposed. 


Judge ARMSTRONG stated that among others, his 
organization had contributed to GERALD L.K. SMITH, of 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade with headquarters at 
St. Louis, Missouri, and to EMORY BURKE, leader of an 
Anti-Negro and Anti-Jewish group of Atlanta, Georgia, 
and to R,H, BEST, of Boston, Massachusetts, a former 
American newspapexman in Germany who was convicted of 
treason for Nazi propaganda work. Judge ARMSTRONG 
claimed that SMITH, BURKE and BEST were "persecuted 
persons", 


The "Star-Telegram" file contains a news 
story which appeared in the "Star-Telegram" in evening 
edition of January 21, 1952, concerning a suit which 
ARMSTRONG had filed in Ft. Worth in U.S. District Court 
in which he sought refund from U.S. Treasury of $620.00 
and $6,276.30 for alleged erroneous income tax assess~ 
ments made in 1948, In this suit, Judge ARMSTRONG 
and his wife alleged that in 1948, they had contributed 
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$1,000,00 and in 1948, had contributed $10,000.60 to 
the Judge Armstrong Foundation and that they had not 
been allowed deductions on the same. 


A story in the "Star-Talegram", morning 
edition of November 27, 1952, stated that the basis of 
the suit was "whether or not the Judge Armstrong 
Foundation, now inactive, was entirely for charitable, 
educational and religious purposes", 


This article said further that counsel for the 
ARMSTRONGs said the Foundation was created in 1945, The 
Government contended and won a decision to the effect 
that the Judge Armstrong Foundation was not entitled to 
the exemption of the Act because it was not devoted 
exclusively to religious, educational or charitable 
purposes, The government contended that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue had based his decision on the fact 
that the Foundation was distributing pamphlets "constituting 
propaganda designed to influence legislation®™ and, therefore, 
was not educational but "political" in nature. 


According to this article, excerpts from one 
pamphlet read before the Federal Judge at trial of the 
case suggested that President WOODROW WILSON and FRANKLIN 
DELANO ROOSEVELT were Jews, and referred to President 
HARRY 5., TRUMAN as a “Communist Traitor", The article 
also said that Judge ARMSTRONG, an advocate of "white 
supremacy", had asked in a preface to one volume 
of his writings that Congress abolish the 14th and 
15th Amendments, which had freed the Negroes and guaranteed 
them their voting rights, At the trial, Judge ARMSTRONG 
testified that one of the main purposes of the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation was to print and disseminate his 
writings, The government, on the other hand, contended 
that the Foundation distributed pamphlets and books which 
were anti-Semitic, advocated repeal of the 14th and 15th 
Amendments and alleged a sinister world Communistic 
conspiracy by Jews, and that it was used for propaganda 
and to try to influence legislation, 
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According to a news item in "Star-Telegram" 
on October 18, 1954, Judge ARUSTRONG died at Natchez, 
Mississippi, on October 1, 1954,

In the Soviet Union what constitutes a crime would be considered in America 
as an ordinary legitimate act. For instance, if one chould be working with his "own" 
horse and it should break its leg, it isa crine; if a machine should break down 
while in operation, it is a crime; if one should show up late for work or take the 
day off because of Sickness, it is a crime; if one should be caught with a bible, 
it is a crime; if one should know of a person who talks against the state and does 
not report him, even if it is a close relative, it is a crime.

This organization, headed by William Dudley Pelley, was 
extremely active préor to World War II and was considered neo- 
Nazi and anti-Semitic in nature. This organization has been 
designated by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Crier 10450. 
Pelley served a Federal sentence for his activities and since his 
release in 1950, has been printing material of a noncontroversial 
nature. No information concerning the organization or Pelley has 
been recently received and since it is not known whether Pelley has 
resumed his old practices, a check of the organization seems 
warranted at this time.

MC GINLEY stated that it has been said that the CEA 
is a hate group, but the truth of the matter is that they 
do not hate anyone. The CEA is only trying to awaken the 
people of the United States to the threat of Communism and 
Zionism, He continued by saying the CEA has no quarrel with 
the Jewish people but are trying to expose the Zionist leaders 
who are attempting to control every facet of life in the 
United States. 


With regard to the recent bombings of synagogues, 
MC GINLEY advised that he believes the Jewish leaders 
themselves are doing the bombing in order to get public 
sympathy and to achieve their ow ends. P. 


He stated that he attends a Roman Catholic —E 
regularly and he and his staff have prayers every morning, 
praying that God will keep them from printing untruthe. He 
remarked that the way to stop his publication is to convince 
him that he is not doing the right thing in God's eyes. 
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There are 700 people who receive bundles of 
"Common Sense" according to MC GINLEY, 


The finances of CEA are derived from subscriptions 
and from contributions of people who are interested in the 
CEA, 


MC GINLEY also stated there are now eight Generals 
and five Admirals “on our side", He did not elaborate further,

The files of the Philadelphia Office reflect that 
a prolific letter writer and distribtor of 

various typeS of anti-Semitic and anti-Negro literature, has 
been connected with the White Citizens Council (WCC), There is 
no information indicating the existence of a formal WCC organi- 
zation in Philadelphia. In this connection, however, the 'Phila- 
delphia Tribune," a Negro newspaper, in its issue of 10/21/58, 
Page 1, Column 2, contained an article captioned, "Race Hate 
Fanatics Make Jews, Negroes Targets of Attacks." This article 
states that a "fanatical white segregation group has been or- 
ganized in the heart of West Philadelphia with the aim of 
terrorizing and persecuting the Negro and Jewish citizens of 
this city." The article continues that the "Philadelphia Tri- 
bune" has learned through "extremely reliable sources" that an 
officer of the White Citizens Councils of the South has opened 
a branch headquarters in the vicinity of Hlth and Locust Streets, 
an interracial community. From an apartment in this area, not 
further identified, the local "president" of the group reportedly 
has mailed out thousands of pamphlets and letters to white resi- 
dents in which Negroes and Jews are defamed. 


The pamphlets urge that the reader join in the "race- 
hate organization" which has as its first mission the destruction 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) in Philadelphia, and, secondly, the passage of legislation 
which would bring about segregation in local restaurants, theaters, 
hotels, public housing, and churches, The article states that while 
the group has little hope of achieving its two major objectives, it 
has, "nevertheless, managed to recruit several hundred members into 
the race baiting cult." 
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i Wnile the article failed to identify the local organizer 
or give thc exact address of the WCC, it described the local or- 
ganizer as a "diminutive, cringing, furtive man who moved into the 
West Philadelphia apartment about three years ago, Last year he 
reportedly ordered and received 100 White CitizensCouncil member- 
ship cards from Texas, He has, on occasion, also received large 
batches of membership cards from Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia. 
This individual also reportedly receives copies of White Citizens 
Council periodicals from Jackson, Miss., which are described as 
"the most inflammatory of all which are permitted to go through 
the mails," 


The article states further that several weeks ago, the 
local organizer placed a shingle outside his apartment house door 
proclaiming himself as the local representative for the National 
Association for the Advancement and Improvement of White People. 
Criticism by white and Negro residents of the neighborhood was so 
intense that he removed the shingle after allowing it to remain 
outside his apartment door for only one day.

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A FEW FACTS ABOUT KARL 
MARX AND FRIEDRICH ENGELS 


Karl Marx was a neurotic, suffering 
from an intense sense of inferiority. 


* He was born at Treves, Germany, May 


3, 1818. When he was about six years 
old, his father, Hirschel Marx, and his 
family, abandoned the Jewish. faith 
end became Protestants. Marx was 
raised a Christian. P 

He suffered physical pain most of 
his life. At times he was literally cov- 
ered with boils and carhuncles and 
seldom was free from digestive disord- 
ers, stomach, liver and bowel troubles. 
He had no profession, regular occupa- 
tion or dependable means of liveli- 
hood. He pretended to be a master of 
the methods and technique of Capital- 
ism, yet was never able to earn his 
own living. Violent, arrogant and quar- 
relsome, he posed as the champion of 
the brotherhood of man, yet remained 
virtually friendless all of his life. 

Marx’s father was a lawyer and 
Marx was sent to the University of 
Bonn to study law. Here he became 
deeply interested in the philosophy of 
the German philosopher Hegel. He 
abandoned the study of law and devot- 
ed himself to mastering the Hegelian 
system. He received the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy in 1881 but was 
denied a position at the university. 
He turned to journalism and became 
the editor of the Rheinische Zeitung 
and devoted himself to the study of 
Socialist literature, 

Friedrich Engels was born in Bar- 
men, Germany, on November 28, 
1820. Although Marx had met Engels 
when he was editor of the Rheinische 
Zeitung their association did not really 


, begin until September of 1844. Engels 


practically supported Marx and his 
family from that time until Marx’s 
death, March 14, 1883. 

Marx was expelled from France in 
1845 and went to Brussels, from 


j whence he was subsequently compelled 


to rlee. He found a refuge in England 
anu lived there uńtil his death.

Although the issues of the paper were cut to half size, due to the

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No doubt this was done to complicate matters for they refused to let 
the non-Zionist former owner work out any arrangement with me despite 
the fact that I had paid the non-Zionist owner $9000. of my personal 
funds. 


On June 17th, you may recall, the Zionists backed up a truck at the 
office of COMMON SENSE and four Marxist Jews in plain clothes entered 
to empty the contents of our office. A trick judgment had been sec 
cured without a trial or the knowledge of our attorney. (Believe it 
or not!) These Marxists showed no badges or credentials, but started 
a fight immediately so as to get me off to jail, as a result I was 
put in two jails and am now out on bail accused of assault and bettery 
They claim I beat up two Zionists while two other Zionists watched. 
This allowed three Zionists freedom in the office for 45 minutes. 
Precautions have since been taken and our confidential files are 

kept in safe places, 


After many postponements the case has been called. To make a long 
story short, the Zionist lawyer (who is president of Zionists in 
Linden and Roselle, N.J.) representing the printing company, offered 
to make a settlement of the $1500. in question for $950. While we 
knew we did not owe one cent of this amount, we realized that a jury 
might be unfavorable to us, and finally submitted to legal advice 
and agreed to settle for $550. The Zionists reluctantly agreed to 
let us have until DECEMBER 6th to raise the $550. 


Friends, it is very late to fight, but not as late as in Hungary, 
poland, Czechoslovakia, and many other countries. If there had been 
such a paper as COMMON SENSE in those countries, backed wisely, the 
people could have saved themselves.

Objection to (his solulion is that France is un- 
alterably opposed to rearming Germany For if that 
| should happen, Germany with its greater population, 
better industrial development, and more extensive 
resources, and not France, would be the leading 
Power in West Europe, Rather than see this occur, 
France would prefer to take a chance on complete 
conquest by Russia, (Who are the rulers of France?) 
The danger of this is evident, but, as French assis- 
tance Js, as long as Germany remains disarmed, 
necessary for the defense of West Europe none of the 
Allies opposes France, (Who are the rulers of tha 
Allies?} The United States has officially announced 
that it will not agree to rearming Germany (Who 
are the rulers of the USA?)

‘Action of the DP-Commission regarded as deliberate 

perversion of the Law 

At a recent meeting of the United Action Com- 
mittee for Expellees, Lt was reported fiom authori- 
dative sources, that the DP-Commission has~already 
attemipled fo alter the newly-passed) DP Law. For 
example, Seetion 13 of the péw law makes no r 
cience whatever to the wordy “Nazi” or “Fasel 
H Is worded as follows: 





_ “No visas shall be issued... to any person 
Who is or has been n member of the Communist 
Parly ov to any other person who adheres to, 
advocates, or folluws the principles of any politi- 
eal ar economic system of philosophy directed 
toward the destruction of competitive enlerprise 
and the revolutionary overlhrow of representative 
governments,” 


However, in the re-worded version of the Dp- 
Conimission’s directive, the text runs: 

“No person shall be eligible to receive the benefits 
of the Act who: 


a) is or has ever been a member of the Communist, 
Nazi or Fascist parties . 

b) Is or has been a member of or parlicipaled in 
any moyement which is or has been hostile tu 
the United States or the form of government of 
the United Stales; such a movement includes but 
is not limited to the Communist, Nazi or Fascist 
parties‘ 


Everyone knows, that almosl al) the Geman 
peopte weie compelled sooner or later to become 
members of (he Nazi party Mi Meyer L Casman, a 
Philadelphia attorney, who spent thice years in 
Germany as ‘president judge of the Civil Actions 
Court”, substantiates this assertlon (Legal Intelli- 
gencer issue No. 119, June 23, 1950+ where he is 
quoted as follows: "IL Would appear that many of 
these Nazi members were ‘paper’ members We know 
only too well how in the Third Reich, as well as In 
the Russian Zone of Germany now, professional men 
such as ynembers of the bar and particularly judges 
and prosecutors cannot even function without bear- 
ing the party label” 


Hence the deliberate insertion by (he DP-Com- 
mission of the words “Nazi” and “Fascist” Into the

Misetubly depressed, we went back Into 
lown, hoping to find an empty corner in the 
home of Mr, Barend, the baker, whose house 
had been spared. From all appearances the 
Russians had thir Woadquarters there; there 
seemed to be lively activily in the Cafe from 
which voices and accordeon music were issuing 
forth, We learned from one of the baker's 
jouineymen, who was forced to bake for the 
Russians, nat Barend with his wife and mar- 
ried daughter, who was soon to have a baby, 
had attempted to fee over the icy lake to a 
rest home in the woods, which had not yet 
been discovered by ihe Russians. The little 
group however had hardly started oul when

of the building The°conversation which lasled 
about twenty minutes ran something in this 
manner. “Is this McGinley? We are Jews 
who belong to an organization that has de- 
cided COMMON SENSE is not going to be 
printed, What has just happened is a sample 
of what is to come. We have decided to kill 
you and your assistant O'Brien if you print 
another issue." McGinley told them killing 
kim would not seltle the question as there 
were others ready to take his place.

The editor 
explained he was not against all Jews as he 
knew all Jews were not Communists.

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pense for the colossal expense, loss of time, 
and smear publicity, I did collect, thru the 
tegul efforts of the Dillings” the past year, 
for one of Winchell’s libelous columns about 
me, and for three other Jewish smear jobs 
by the Chicago Jewish Sentinel; the the- 
dtrical magazine, Billboard, and the Com- 
munist Party's Chicago Star.

Hiding Out 

T stopped and telephoned an atlorney 
who told me not to po home, as the police 
would be there waiting to arrest and jail 
tee, and it would be dificult to arrange 

~ bond in jail where one cannot reach fonds, 
ete, So. like a felon, 1 hid out until the 
umount Of the bond was ascertained and 
the $300 bond fee scoured. ‘Then, 1 walked 
into custody with the bondsman and thus 
avoided being jailed. 1 learned tater that 
by the Ume my indictment was announced, 
crowds of reporters and police had swarm- 
ed over the lawn of our suburban home, 
and the doorbell was ringing constantly, 
as well as the phone. All that night, police 
ears circled the block, rang the bell, until 
my distressed elderly housekeeper finally 
called the loca) police who drove the mob 
of photographers and reporters from the 
place. These hoped to get pictures of me, 
handeuffed, for the delight of Winchell and 
his, ilk. 

After being arraigned, 1 was led into the 
Federal jail in the old Chicago Postoffice to 
be fingerprinted by a Gloating Jew, as cages 
of pickpockets, thieves and other criminals, 
black and white, looked on thru the bars, 
Under the circumstances, it was a joy to 
see a friendly face. One of the highest type 
Christian gentlemen, Dr. D, J. McDaniel, a 
Marine veteran, and patriot, was hauled in, 
handcuffed, and locked in one of the cages 
facing me.

Dr. MeDanlel's “Crime”

Wortd War I he had an artist draw some 
excellent cartoons against America’s jn- 
volvement: One depicted Uncle Sam being 
crucified on the Lend-Lease eross, sure 
rounded by ‘schemers with Jewish noses , It 
Was a Wing trith, so both he and the 
arust Were indicted. They were dropped

Another “sedition” indictes was the eld- 
erly Bible teacher, scholar and World War 
H officer, Col, E N Sanctuary, 

His most awful “crime” was publishing 
“The Talmud Unmasked," accurately traits- 
lated excerpts from the èriminal anl ab- 
scone Babylonian Talmud, the supreme 
biblo ond authority of su-culled "Judaism, 
He and his wife had never been apart with- 
out keeping the other informed as to Where 
they wore, He was arrested in thoir apart- 
Ment while she was out, He begged In vain 
to be permitted to leave her a note Willing 
her where he was being taken, He was 
kept incomimunicade in jail; cockroaches 
crawled over his face at migit, and a light 
was fashi in bis eyes every Tittle while so 
Mat he could not sleep. The worry and 
Shock to his wife brought on the itlness 
Which killed her, 

Sedition und Von Hyning Case Patterns 

The samo pattern of Precedent convictions 
was followed, as in the Van Myning case 
First. under conditions of Wartime hysteria 
and “pull, a group of Californians who 
had been holding mevlings With speakers 
Who opposed U, S entry into World War 
I, were convicted, not once but thrice, on 
the same flimsy "evidence", by the City, 
County and State, and then indicted three 
times by Washington, so that I heayd the 
same asinine witnesses from California who 
had “convicted” them. The awful evidence, 
its one female witness testified, was they 
“opposed our President! ` 

Six Times Por Some “Offense” 

Despite State ond Fedyral Constitutions, 
which forbid placing a person in jeopardy 
twice for the same offense, these Californ- 
lans were placed in Jeopardy for the same 
“offense” xix times, and convicted three 
times. As each of the Washington Indict- 
ments fell, in 1942, IHJ, 1944, they would 
be hauled out of the California prison at 
any time of day or night, forbidden to lake 
Shaving equipment or an overcoat in cold- 
cst weather, then put in solitary confine- 
Ment in the Washington “Bamille", ted rot- 
ten food, spoiled food, then ridden, hand- 
cuffed, back and forth to the Federal Court 
to sit in a row, pale and emaciated and un- 
Shaven, for the Indictment hearings, Two 
of them spent about a year in solitary cor- 
Snement, deprived of the outdoor exercise 
granted hardened criminals, and placed ih 
cells without windows, and with insuffichent 
light to see to read. "That is a story in 
itself. Placing “convicted criminals" in the 
muss sedition case was calculated to throw 
guilt on the rest of the defendants, many of 
whom, like me, had nevor known or heard 
of these little California intellectuals who 
"opposed our President.” 

- Me Garner 

Other defendants, who were unable to 
raise the bond foes, Were similarly hand- 
cuffed and leg-ironed for the trip tò the 
Washington Jail. Dear tittie B3-year old 
Elmer Garner showed my daughter the 
Picture of himself holding his great-grand- 
children—babies—in his urms, and gavè her 
a peppermint. His tittle paper, after sup- 
porting FDR for two terms, opposed him, 
4nd printed some articles critical of New 
Deal Jews. He and his son, James, were 
both indicted in 1942, and spent many 
weeks In the foul Washington jail, unable 
to raise bond. They lived, with the aged 
wife and mother, in a little Wichita bunga- 
low and eked out a Uving with a goat, a 
few chickens and vegetables. He Was n poor 
cousin of John Garnet, cx-Vire-Presidont. 
When bond money finally came, that long 
Summer they spent in jail, from Texas, it 
was surmised that John Garner had bees 
appealed to and had sent it.

Court-Appointed Lawyers 

The Court has to appoint a defense law- 
Se) for defendants unable to pay an attor- 
hey, Only two of the defondants (charged 
with overthrowing the world, or conspiring 
to use ther armies aml nayies to do so) 
vould afford’ paid lawyers, The New Deal- 
“ppainted judge, who bad proclaimed his 
Joy in boing “ù rubber Stamp for the New 
Deal", appoitticd Democrats to defend the 
victims, in the expectation that thoy would 
help convict thom, Be it smid to their 
honor and glory, altho they had to serve 
those cight montis without pay, and almost 
wreck ther own livelihood, they turmd in

The goal for which we have striven 20 
concertedly for three thousind years is at 
last within our reach, and because its ful- 
fillment is so apparent, it behooves us to 
increase our efforts and our caution ten- 
toll. 1 can safey promise you that before 
ten years have passed, our race will wke 
its rightful place in the world, with every 
Jew a King and every Gentiic a slave! 
(applause from the gathering), You remem- 
ber the success of Our propaganda campaign 
during the 1930's, which aroused anti-Amer- 
ican passions in Germany at the same time 
we were arousing anti-German passions in 
America, a campaign which culminated in 
the Second World War. A similar propa- 
ganda campaign is now being waged inten- 
sively throughout the world. A war fever 
is being worked up in Russia by an iets- 
sant anti-American barrage, while a nation 
wide anti-Comniutist scare is sweeping 
America. This campaign Is forcing all of 
the smaller nations ta choose between the 
partnership of Russia of on alliance with 
the United States, 

Our most pressing problem at the mo- 
ment is to inflame the lagging militaristic 
spirit of the Americans, (The failure of 
the Universal Military Training Act was a 
great setback to our plans, but we are nss 
sured that a suitable measure will be 
rushed through Congress immediately after 
the 1952 elections). The Russian, as well 
as (he Asiatic peoples, are well under con- 
trol, and offer no objections to war, but we 
must wait to secure the Americans. This 
we hope to do with the issue of anti-Semi- 
tism, which worked so well in uniting the 

Americans against Germany. 

(We are counting heavily on reports ot 
anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to whip up 
indignation in the United States atid prod- 
uce a front of solidarity against the Soviet 
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power, Simultaneously, to demonstrate Lo 
Amerleane the reality of anu-Semitisn), we 
will advance through new sources luirge 
sums of money to guispokenty anti-Semitic 
chomwnts ht America to tneyease thelr ct- 
joctiveness, and We shal) stage anti-Semitic 
outbreaks In several of thei lungest cities, 
This will serve the double purpose of ex- 
posing reactionary sectors in America, 
whieh then can be silenced, and of welding 
the United States Mq a devoted onti- Rus- 
shi wnt) = ” —— * 

Within five years. this program will 
achiove its objective, the Thira, World War, 
whieh will Farpass™iy destruction aif pre- 
vious contesta. Israel of course will re 
main nuutral, and when both sides are de- 
vastated and exhausted, we will arbitrate, 
sonding our Control Commission into all of 
the wrecked countries, This waw will ond 
for all tinie our stru against the Gen- 
tiles, We with openly reveal our identity 
with the races of Asia and Africa, T can 
state with assurance that the last genera- 
tian of white children is now being born. 
Our Control Commissions will, in tho int- 
erests of peace and wiping out nter · racial 
tensions, forbid the whites to mate with 
whites. The White women must cohabit 
with members of the dark. races, and the 
white men with black women. Thus the 
white race will disappear, for mixing the 
dark with the white means the end of the 
white man, and our most dangerous enemy 
wil} become only a memory, We shall em- 
bark upon on ora of ten thousand years of 
peace and plenty, the Pax Judaica, and our 
race Will rule undisputed over the earth. 
Our superior intelligence will easily enable 
us to yetiin mastery over a world of dark 
peoples: 





(Question from gathering) Rabbi Rabin- 
ovich, what about the various religions 
after the Third World War? 


No More Religions : 
RABINOVICH: There will be no more 
religions, Not only would the existence of 
a priest class remain a constant danger to 
our rule, but belief in an after-life would 
give spiritual strerigth to irreconcilable ele- 
ments in many countries, and enable them 
to resist us We will, however retain the 
rituals and custums of Judinsm as the mark 
of our hereditary ruling caste, strengthen- 
ing our racial laws so that no Jew will be

„with little boys under nine, the raping of 
baby girls under three by grown men, in- 
cest with dead bodies, bestiality, burning

Pius 
VI required Jews to wear a yellow badge 
en their hats and endeavored to isolate 
them while at the same time ordering them 
to listen to conversionist sermons from

time to time (1775-1800), Pius IX, after

CONDE J. MCGINLEY, who at one time used the pen name GEOROF. CH'LTON, 
was born October 13, 1890 in Norman, Oklahoma. He resided there until 1930 
when he moved to Dallas, Texas. After his residence in Dallas, he moved to 
the New Jersey seashore resort town of Helmar and he assisted his wife in the 
cetablishment and operation of a small chain of curb service restaurants known 
as Celia brown's. The restaurants operated successfully during the early 1930's 
up to 1941. In 194l, the enterprises failed and the HOQINLEYS opened a restaurant 
at Fort Dix, N. J, (a U. S, Army installation). This restaurant was also a 
failure as was another venture at Wrightstown, N.e d. 


In 19k, according to a report received at Newark by the State Police, 
¥oGINLFY and hia wife had separated. He was residing at 1259 Stuyvesant Ave., 
Union, N. J.» where he operated a small lunchroom. His wife and unmarried 
child were residing at 7 Village Rô., Old Mill Farm Village, Wall Township, 
RFD. Sea Girt, N. J. 
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During World War TI, MoGINLFY was employed as an inspector at the 
Flastic Stop Wut Corporation of America, Union, N, J., where he was considered 
to be a hard worker, to be patriotic, with a son in the U. 5. Marine Corps, 
and a follower of Father COVOHLIN.

According to Confidential Informante who wet vogINLET b D 

in 19k, CONDE J, McQINLEY was in no way un-American or enti~American, but bi 

was sympathetic with Germany on the grounds that the Germans were fighting 

Communism and that the portion of’ Nasi philosophy which dictated the 

extermination of all Jews ras a correct one. The Informant has reported 

that MCGINLEY and his associates are violently anti-Semitic, that they 

consider themselves "Nationalists," and that they are dedicated to the "saving 

of America from the invisible government or world government of “ionism." 

MCGINLEY and his associates, according to the Informant, consider Communisn 

as but a part of the plot of Zionism for world government and the defeat 

of Christianity, 


"COMVOM SENSE," FOR\ERLY "THINK REEKLY* 
ee EE EAL IS 


According to the files of the Newark Office, CONDE J, MoGINLEY 
started a modest publication known as "Think Weekly" in July, 1946, His 
paper was dedicated to the fight against the Communist threat to Christianity. 
It is reported that the paper met with some success with local religious 
proups and service clubs and WcQINLFY was invited to spcak before these 
religious groupa and servi-~e organizations. He appears to have been 
particularly welcome at local Roman Cetholic parish meetin::e at which his 
attack upon Communism was well received, 


In June, 1946, the name of the publication was changed to "Com-on 
Sense." The sige of the publication was increased from letter size to tabloid 
and was then captioned "The Nation's Anti-Communist Paper." 


At first, the publication "Com-en Sense” wed the thene of 
Christianity against Communism. Review of items appearing in the paper reflects 
that in these articles, MeGINLFY invariably referred to Communists as *Zionist 
Marxists" which tends to bear out the report of the Informant that KoGINLEY 
was militently anti-Semitic, that he considered all Jews as Communists, and 
that he considered Communism as a pert of the Zionist plot for world domination. 


In the past several years, the articles appearing in "Common Sense” 


have becone openly anti-Jewish and the editor has adopted the practice of 
placing the word "Jew" in brackets after the name of those he attacks.

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In Decenber, 1946, CONDE J. McQINLEY organized an astion group 
to aid in the distribution and sale of his newspaper. The group called 
itself the "Loyal American Group" and under the direction of KoG@INLFY, 
held monthly meetings and sponsored open lectures on Communism, The 
Loyal American Group also set up a speakers’ bureau, making available 
lecturers on Communism, 


One of the guest speakers at these lectures was HFNRY VoFARLAND 
of the “Philadelphia Nationalist Action League.” According to the Informant, — 
MCFARLAND and McGINLFY frequently conferred with each other and exchanged 
anti-Semétic articles and literature which are apparently received in large 
volume by both McCIXLEY and McFAR LAND. 


In the summer of 1949, an ennouncement appeared in "Common 
Sense" indicating that it, "Common Sense," was to become the official organ 
of the Nationalist Action League. The Loyal American Group was to become 
the New Jersey unit of the Nationalist Action League. It is noted that 
the Nationalist Action League was oited by the Attorney General as a Fascist 
organisation coming within the purview of Executive Order 10450, According 
to the Informant, this merger did not last long either because of a nis- 
underst rding between KeQINLTY or WoPARLAND, or more likely because NeGINLFY 
had learned of the above citation in connection with the Mationalist Action 
League's efforts to have iteclf removed from the Attorney General's list. 


Following the unannounced discontinuation of this elliance with 
the Nationalist Action League, meetings of the MoGINLEY group were held Q0 
under no organisational sponsorship, but; nere held and announced as simply" 
under the auspices of "Common Sense.” 


tmtil March, 1953, "Common sense” was published from the address 
2001 Pleasant Parkway, Union, Ne J. Wail for MoGINLEY and "Common Sense" 
was received through Post Office Box l;28, mion, Ne J. The 2001 Pleasant 
Parkway address is a converted store which served as publication office 
and home of CONDE MeGINLEY. 


According to the Informant, McOIRLFY lives on the bare necessities 
ef life, devoting all his time, energy and the monies received for sub- 
scriptions and es donations te the publication of his newspeper "Common 
Sense,” ; 


The Informant has reported that McGINLEY claims that hie circulation 
is between 200,000 and 300,000 copies of cach issue. He uses telephone books, 


— — 
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organizational lists and any available source to make up his mailing liste, 
This item tends to explain why so many offices throughout the country have 
advised Newark of complaints received from indignant people who do not 
know how or why they have becn sent such a publication. 


In Warch, 1953, CONDE J. KcOINLEY, according to the Informant, 
moved to 530 Chestaut St., Union, Ne J. According to the Informant, this 
address was an abandoned roadhouse tavern which is now used as the pub- 
lishing office and home of COND! WeGINLEY. According to the Infornant, 
MOGINLTY purchased this property for §36,000 but has only paid approximately 
$10,000 to date for the property.

by the Newark Office frcm other offices advising of complaints 
received regarding the newspaper "Common Sense," which is being 

sent through the mail to the complainants, It was reported in 
November, 1953, by a reliable informant of the Newark Office that 
Conde J. McGinley planned to circulate one million copies of his 
latest issue of "Common Sense," 


In view of the abcve, a brief summary of McGinley's 
background as well as that of "Common Sense" is belng set forth 
below for ycur information. 


Conde J. McGinley has been described by a reliable informant ye 
as being sympathetic with Germany during World War II because 
Germany was fighting Communism and because he felt that portion of 
Nazi philosophy directed against the Jews was a correct one. The 
informant stated that McGinley and his associates are violently 
anti-Semitic, that they consider themselves "Nationalist," and that 
they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the invisible 
government or world government of Zionism." 


McGinley started publishing "Think Weekly" in July, 1946, 
This newspaper was reported to be dedicated to the fight against 
the Communist threat to Christianity. Later in 1946, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 
the articles appearing in "Common Sense” reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and anti-Communist. 


In December, 1946, McGinley organized a group in New Jersey 
for the purpose of aiding in the distribution and sale of his news- 
paper, This group, which was then known as the Loyal American Group, 
became affiliated in September, 1949, with the Nationalist Action 
League headed by Henry McFarland of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, The 
informant reported that this merger was short-lived either because 
of a misunderstanding between McGinley and McFarland or because 
McGinley learned that the Nationalist Action League had been cited 
as a Fascist organization by the Attorney General pursuant to 
Executive Order 9835. It is noted that the Nationalist Action League 
A re-cited by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 


The informant has advised that McGinley claims the 
circulation of "Common Sense" is between 200,000 and 300,000 copies 
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of each issue. In this connection, McGinley uses telephone 
directories and organizational lists in order to make up his 
mailing lists. This would explain why many offices are receiving 
complaints from individuals who have received unsolicited copies 
of "Common Sense" through the mail. 


"Common Sense" is published by McGinley at his residence, 
530 Chestnut Street, Union, New Jersey.

name, which is a new ono, has probably been adopted by MC GINLEY hID 
to avoid further legal entanglements which have beset him in

On September 27, 1954, Newark urnished infor- 
mation indicating that CONDE J. MC GINLEY, editor of "Common 
Sense", was planning a meeting which was to be held in mid

The informant reported that MC GINLFY and his associates were, 
and, has reported, they continue to be, violently anti-Semetic.

associates, according to the informant, consider Communism as

CONDE iiC GINLEY has been editor and publisher of what 
he considers to be an anti-Communist newspaper since July, 
1946, He launched his crusade against world Zionism with a 
modest publication known as "Think Weekly." His first paper was 
dedicated to the fight against the Communist threat to 
Christianity. Shortly after the appearance of "Think Weekly", 
the publication's name was changed to "Common Sense".

It has also issued a leaflet 
captioned, "These Marxist Systems; Stalin Communism or Trotsky 
Communism?" The leaflet indicates that "Jews set up Communism 
in Russia during 1917, financed mainly from New York,and supported 
it for 35 years, No Jewish leader dares try to refute this. 
During this period the Zionists were protected in Russia," 


This leaflet indicates "If Washington thinks and acts 
as the Jews want it to then Washington has become a Jewish 
government and is no longer an American Government. What do 
we mean by Washington? We mean our administration and our 
elected senators and congressmen, They can and will stop 
Communism if we elect strong Christian men.

Friends who are close enough to know how the cause suffers 
because we do not have funds to meet emergencies and carry through on important projects, remind me that I am the 
one who must ask for support and that the cause is: injured when I do not drop everything and concentrate on securing 
money with which to work, I cannot write begging letters each week scaring people of small means into giving money 
they cannot spare. I must trust in sufficient number of people understanding the urgency, knowing that money is ammu- 
nition, and ha ving confidence in my using their money in the best strategy, that they need not be reminded often but 
will send what they can as frequently as possible. The only way I can fee! easy is to place myself in the position of 
a Director reporting to his stockholders. 


For the first year I used my own money and sent out an enormous amount of papers weekly, each marked free 
copy. I thought this activity would generate sufficient action to dislodge these Marxists from positions of influence 
and I planned on going back into business, 


l knew self-styled Jews played a prominent part in Communism, and although | had been studying the Marxist 
plan for thirteen years, it was not until | gave up mý business and devoted full time to research, that | learned def- 
initely Communism was only a false face for Judaism -- just one of the revolutionary movements devised by Judaism 
to destroy Christianity. When I learned that in all principal countries political Jews were bending politicians to their 
will, | und erstood how Communism could be planted in all countries. I could see how difficult it was to destroy Commu- 
nism with the brains and invisible directive force, protected by the cloak of religion and millions spent each year for 
speeches and news articles promoting tolerance for the very people who are the source of hatred and intolerance. 


Before this I had no misgiving about Judaism; I thought it was just another religion. I learned from the Talmud 
and other Jewish books it was only the satanic hatred of Christ that sustained Judaism. For nearly three years Common 
Sense did not expose Communism as a tool lo condition the world for Jewish rule. We went along honestly combatting 
Communism as many today who are afraid to expose the source, just like men making money fighting malaria but not 
mentioning the mosquito. 


I know money can be made, and is being made, fighting Communism. A number of persons are being well paid 
for writing and speaking against Communism, but those reople dare not mention the roots of the whole Marxist con- 
spiracy, for such powerful Jewish organizations as the Anti-Defamation League, with a five to seven million dollar 
yearly fund and 2000 agents, will see that this man is smeared as anti-Semitic".

With subscriptions held at a doi.. a year in order to reach large numbers, it a-s been a problem to finance Common 
Sense .

I will try to 
keep my health and fight on as long as I,can, using your money in the most effective way in our objective to reach 
a half million people, In view of our increased deficit with larger volume, may I ask you to solicit some friend to 
come into this fight with us?

This league is operated by 
Tsidore Lipschutz, who also operates 
a thing called the Society for the 
Prevention of World War III which 
tried to impose the vicious Morgen- 
thau Plan on conquered Germany. 

The kernel of that plan was 
the removal of all British and 
American armed forces from Ger- 
many after the victory of 1945 and 
the extension of the Soviet empire 
across France to the Pyrenees and down to and includ- 
ing Sicily. 

Harry Dexter While, who caused the delivery of 
American currency plates to Soviet agents in occupied 
Germany with which the Communist enemy counter- 
feited hundreds of millions of dollars redeemed by our 
taxes for Moscow's profit, was one of Morgenthau's 
principal subordinates during most of Henry's reign 
at the Treasury. 


HE “INVESTIGATION” OF THESE SO-CALLED 
NEO-FASCIST and hate groups by this commit- 
tee in the last spasm of the brief off-Republican Con- 
gress, bears the characteristics of other coups by 
Lipschutz and the band of fourflushers and confessed 
thieves, liars and scoundrels of miscellaneous other 
wicked propensities who have performed under the 
league's auspices. 

His manager in this venture is one James H. 
Sheldon, who uses the title of professor. He served a 
brief term in the minimum category of the professariat 
at Boston University more than a decade ago. 

The whole outfit and its crooked agents and their 
treacherous conduct have been exposed in detail here 
before, both on my initiative and by confessions eagerly 
made to me by Mario Buzzi, a professional scoundrel so 
corrupt that he freely states that he cannot believe 
himself. Buzzi was for years a diligent, absolutely 
unscrupulous “operative” for the league. I have his 
“official” credentials as such. 

It is a fact of peculiar interest that although this 
Velde Committee has made this effort to propitiate the 
international influence centered around the United 
Nations and the White House, no Congressional com- 
mittee has ever even made a pass at Lipschutz and his 
two letterhead propaganda fronts. 

More to the point, T. Coleman Andrews, the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenne, a Democrat, recently 
had the gall to hold that contributions to the Lipschutz 
Icague were deductible from taxable income by the 
donors even though the league spent the money for 
espionage on law-abiding American citizens. 
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Two years ago in New York I delivered to a special 
agent of the Internal Revenue photostats of checks 
drawn to the Anti-Nazi League and other authentic 
data proving that the Lipschutz league has been doing 
precisely the same thing for many years. Velde knows 
all about this because he is a veteran agent of the FBI 
and an authority on such rubbish, 

After all, by the efforts of Lipschutz and Sheldon, 
the miscalled House Committee on Lobbying, under a 
cheap thief named Frank Buchanan, actually procured 
a prison sentence against Edward A. Rumely, of the 
Committee for Constitutional Government, of New 
York, as punishment for circulating John T, Flynn's 
learned tract against Fabian socialism. Rumely was 
vindicated later by the Supreme Court, but his jeopardy 
was serious nevertheless. 

Meanwhile, however, agents of the Lipschutz league 
corrupted a confidential employe of the Committee for 
Constitutional Government and delivered stolen docu- 
ments to Clinton P. Anderson, of New Mexico, then a 
Congressman, now a Senator, for use in an investigation, 

Anderson admitted to me that stolen material had 
been placed in his possession by a representative of the 
Lipschutz league, The trap was set and sprung by Sum- 
ner Gerard, a brother of James Gerard, Woodrow Wil- 
son's Ambassador to Germany, 


HE “INVESTIGATION” OF THE “NEO-FASCIST and 
hate groups,” as summarized in his “preliminary 
report," was a washout. 

He got no goods atall and the “preliminary 
report” of the Velde Committee is simply an expensive 
gesture to take the heat off forces which gave rise to 
such counter-forces in the first place. The committee 
makes absolutely no charge against any individual or 
organization of any violation of any law.

Referring to charts based on the data collect- 
ed by Newburgh and Crand Rapids researches 
by 1952, after 6% years of fluoridation, the fol- 
lowing testimony was given. “The comparison 
of two sets of bars indicates that in fluoridated 
areas, up to the ages of 8 to 9, either the detec- 
tion of decay was more difficult or there was a 
temporary delay in decay. However, the un- 
expected increase in the rate of fluoridated decay 
after the age of 9 shows that most likely by the 
age 14 or at the most_16, fluoridated areas will 
have more decayed teeth than nonfluoridated. 
Such possibility is strengthened by the phenom- 
enon peculiar to Muoridated decay revealed on 
the chart: The number -of decayed, filled, or 
missing teeth in fluoridated communities doubt- 
ed every two years, that is, children of 8 years 
had on the ayerage 1% decayed, filled or miss- 
ing; 2 years later they had twice as many or 3; 
2 years later, when they were 12, the number of 
decayed, filled or missing again double and 
became 6.” (Statement of K, K, Paluev, Hear- 
ings on H.R, 2341, p. 174)

given us by the observers at Newburgh, It is 
claimed that there has been a greater reduction 
in tooth decay among the-children in Newburgh 
than in the control city of Kingston. However, 
in the overall picture, the total defects in chil- 
dren of school age are 100 per cent greater in 
Newburgh than in the control city, according to 
the 1952 statisties of the Department of Edu- 
cation.”

Very glibly, the aclvoeates of {luoridation as- 
sure us that there are no dhngers associated 
with the amount of sotlium ‘fluoride prescribed, 
How honest is this statement? What tests have 
heen made to substaptiate this claim? Have 
studies been carried out to determine the effect 
of artificial Auoridation, on the aged, the sick or 
those with partichlar allergies? If so, when, 
whore and how complete were they? Assuming 
that some sort of check bas been made — how 
conclusive could it possibly be inasmuch as we 
know that fluorine lias a cumulative action, that 
is, part of it is retained in the body and stores 
up, Who can say that no harm will come to us 
after continued use of this poison? 

The deception used in connection with this 
scheme is revealed over and over again.

In a letter to Mr. Roby C. Day, May 1 j4, 
Dr. George Heard, for many years a dewtist in 
Hereford, Tex., stated: 

“I believe that fluorine does, in a mild way, 
retard caries, but I also believe that the damage 
it does is far greater than any good it may ap- 
“pear to accomplish. It even makes the teeth so 
brittle and erumbly, they can be treated only 
with difficulty, if at all. It is hellish and un- 
American to put poison in city water supplies 
and force citizens to drink it, I sincerely hope 
that at least some of your dentists are cooper- 
ating with you in getting the truth about tooth 
decay over to your citizens.” (Statement by Mrs. 
Hugo Franzen, Hearings on H.R. 2341, p. 95) 

Experiments on white rats (and humans aye 
more susceptible to fluorides than rats) lasting 
up .to.9 months, and using fluoridated water 
containing 10 parts per million, 5 parts per 
million, and 1 part per million (the latter pre- 
scribed as the “safe level") showed the following 
results in all dilutions: 

“Experiment 1. Onset of arteriosclerosis was 
hastened by ingestion of sodium fluoride; blood- 
clotting time was prolonged. 

Experiment 2. Cancer growth was accelerated 
by ingestion of sodium fluoride.” (Statement of 
Miss Li Van De Vere, Hearings, H.R. 2341, 
p. 110) 

“Fluorine is a nerve poison. It effects the 
nervous system: its vegetative section which 
supplies the inner organs of the body and the 
endocrine glands, as well as its central and 
peripheral -sections—that is to say, the brain, 
the spinal cord, and the peripheral nerves. The 
Tong-continued daily ingestion of at least 1 mil- 
ligram of fluorine, equivalent to 1 liter of drink- 
ing water with a concentration of 1 part per 
million a day, is sufficient to cause the first eti- 
dence of chronic fluorine poisoning.” (State- 
ment of Dr, Leo Spira, Hearings on H.R. 2341, 
p. 185) Emphasis added, 

Space does not permit further reference to the many 
reports from medion] men, selentists and researchers re- 
garding the eHocts of fluorides on the body, However, 
the subject of dental fuorisis, or mottling of tooth 
enamel, should be included at this time, On this point, 
the fluwridationtsts insist thut with the concentration 
recommended there is very Ntthe mottling, whut there 
is can hardly be seen nnd if anything, it makes the 
teeth more uttnictive! Mottling of the enamel varies from 
white, chalky spots to actual pitting. The former is re- 
ferred to as modorite. However, doserbing fuorosis, 
the Journal of the American Medicul Association, Oct 
IT, 1956, p. 1268 states that the chalky appearance “tn 
many instances liter takes on a choracteristic brown 
stain, the frequency of the brown stain increasing with 
age”. Thus, the madonte mottling occuring tn. froni 10 
ta 20% of the children drinking the “preseribed amount” 
of fuoridated water as acknowledged and minimized by 
the Hunndutionists in many casos will develop into a 
severe diskguring of the toath enamel in later yours!

Dr. F. B. Exner has stated: "I have personally 
seen tecth that developed in Denver, using 
water with one part për million of fluoride, that 
were stained. The front teeth were mottled with 
brown, and it was obvious at first glance from 
across the room.” (H.R, 2341, p. 68)

Medicines, pills and tablets are, for the most 
part, prescribed and taken on an individual 
basis, Naturally, there are several medicines on 
the market available without a prescription.

“In Charlotte, N. C. , a. one of our large: 
fluoridated communities, monthly analyses of 
fluorine concentration: pt the city water plant 
between September 1949 and August 1950 
showed variations from 14 per cent above to 35 
per cent below the presoribed amount, àn over- 
all spread of 48 per cent.” 

“This 48 per cent variation at the water plant 
might not be highly significant, if it were not 
for the fact that three other monthly: tests of the 
same water drawn from the same source showed 
as great or greater variations in fluorine con- 
tent, seldom agreeing with each other cr with 
the water plant's analyser, Samples analyzed by 
the city health d ment showed a difference 
of 51 per cent between maximum and minimum 
concentrations, The;Charlotte water district tests 
showed variations of 53 per cent during the 12 
month period, Teste at a military post which 
draws its water from the Charlotte system 
showed a diflerence cf 51 per cent between 
maximum and minimum fluorine concentrations. 
While the latter percentage coincides with that 
of the city waterworks, it is significant that in 
no month of the 12 were all 4 tests in complete 
agreement as te the Huorine content of thei 
individual samples.” 

“IE it were true, as promoters of fluoridation 
assert, that mixing and metering equipment 
used to combine fluorides with water are infal- 
lible, there would be only one reason why water 
enters the city maige with one concentration 
and leaves them a tew miles away with a higher 
or lower concentration, This reason would be 
that part of the fluoride is deposited somewhere 
along the line, While there are indications that 
this is true to some extent, there is good evi- 
dence that certain amounts of fluoride remain 
in the mixing device, temporarily at least.”

How Reputable Are The Opponents 
Of Fluoridation? 

To minimize the eHectiveness of the oppo- 
nents of fluoridation, and to eliminate the nec- 
essity of answering the charges of the opposition, 
the fluoridationists attempt to categorize all 
those opposed to the plan as “crackpots." The 
old routine — If you can't answer a man's argu- 
ment, discredit him. The fact is, those who are 
fighting fluoridation include doctors, dentists, 
scientists, researchers, chemists and others con- 
nected with matters of health and nutritution, 

Dr. Max Ginns, during the hearings of H.R, 
2341 (pp, 191-2) introduced a petition opposing 
Huoridation that had been signed by 119 den- 
tists from Worcester, Mass. The day before his 
testimony, Dr, Ginns stated that he had received 
a special delivery letter including the names of 
10 physicians who wished their names added to 
the petition, 

One might logically raise the question of why 
there are not more dentists publicly opposing 
fluoridation. Undoubtedly, there are many who 
have not done any extensive investigation of this 
controversy, There is another aspect, however, 
that is significant and casts new light on the 
subject. Section 20 of the code of ethics of the 
American Dental Association prevents opposi- 
tion — or, at best, makes it extremely difficult, 
It reads as follows:

Harmful Effeets Of Fluoridation 

Very glibly, the advocates of fluoridation as- 
sure ns that there are no dangers associated 
with the amount of sodium fluoride prescribed. 
How honest is this statement? What tests have 
been made to substantiate this claim? Have 
studies been carried out to determine the effect 
of artificial Huoridation on the aged, the sick or 
those with particular allergies? If so, when, 
where and how complete were they? Assuming 
that some sort’ of check has been made — how 
conclusive could it possibly be inasmuch as we 
know that Auorine has a cumulative action, that 
is, part of it is retained in the body and stores 
up.

“Importance of investigation of nutritional 
status; The data from this and other investiga- 
tions suggest that malnourished infants and 
children, especially if deficient in calcium in- 
take, may suffer from the effects of water con- 
taining fluorine while healthy children would 
remain uneffected.” 

“|. Thus low levels of fluoride ingestion 
which are generally considered to be safe for the 
general population may not be safe for malnour- 
ished infants and children.” (Statement of Vin- 
cent A, Kleinfeld, Hearings on H. R. 2341, p42— 
Emphasis ours. . . . Ed.)

Mottling of the enamel varies from 
white, chalky spots to netual pitting, The former is re- 
ferred to as modista However, deseribing Morosis. 
the Journal of the American Medical Association, Ort- 
17, 1936, p. 1268) states thut the chalky appearance “in 
many jntances hater takes on a chanicteristic brawn 
stain, the frequengy of the brown stain increasing with 
age”. Thus, the maderite mottling occurring in from 10 
to 20% of the childien drinking the "ywesoribed aynoont” 
of Nuoridated water as acknowledged and minimized by 
the fluoridationists in many Gases will develop into a 
severe disfiguring of the tooth enamel in. liter years! 
According to dental voports, these Drown stains are tne 
removuble. 

Dr, F. B: Exner has stated: “I have personally 
scen tecth that developed in Denver, «sing 
water with one part per million of fluoride, that 
were stained, The front teeth were mottled with 
brown, and it was obvious at first glance from 
across the room.” (TLR. 2341, p. 65) 


Is There A Safe Level of 
Fluoride Concentration? 

Medicines, pills and tablets are, for the most 
part, prescribed and taken on an individual 
basis, Naturally, there ave several medicines on 
the market available without a prescription. But 
the purchase and use of such remains a matter 
of choice. A medication helpful to one person 
may be totally ineffective when used by another, 
By the same token, we would not give an adult 
medicine to an infant, nor would we force cer- 
tain medications on one suffering from an al- 
Jergy, heart disease or nephritis, A doctor may 
have a dozen potients suffering from the same 
ailment and yet prescribe either different reme- 
dies or different amounts of the same medicine. 
‘The doctor realizes that each patient is an in- 
dividual; each having dissimilar susceptibilities, 
resistances, and needs. 

Therefore, when a dose of rat poison is prescribed as 
being safe for each and every person, regardless of uge 
or physical condition, one cannot help but view this 
program with alarm. There are fur too many factors 
involved regarding sarivnce in fluoride consumption, 
inilividual bodily reaction to fluorides, and the difficulty 
in maintalning “proper” fluoride concentration in the 
water supplies, Who can ascertain the total fluoride 
ingtsted by an individual? A person who drinks a large 
amount of water and, in addition eats foods containing 
fluoride — especially If they are oiled in fluoridated 
water would most certainly: be taking a great deal into 
his system. “Water containing 1 part per million, after 
bolling may contain as muchy as 35 parts per miljon or 
more of Auorides.” (Hearings, H.R. 2341, p. 110) 

The problem of individual susceptibility has 
apparently been completely ignored by the 
proponents of fluoridation, But the possible 
dangers involved are many and cannot be by-

How Reputable Are The Opponents 
Of Fluoridation? 


To minimize the offectiveness of the oppo- 
nents of fluoridation, and to eliminate the nec- 
essity of answering the charges of the opposition, 
the {hioridationists attempt to categorize all 
those opposed to the plan as "erackpots.” The 
old routine — if you can't answer a mans Argu- 
ment, discredit him, The fact is, those who are 
fighting fluoridation inelude doctors, dentists, 
scientists, researchers, chemists and others con- 
nected with matters of health and nutritution. 

Dr. Max Ginns, during the hearings of ILR. 
2341 (pp. 191-2) introduced «& petition opposing 
fluoridation that had been signed by 119 don- 
tists from Worcester, Mass, The day before his 
testimony, Dr. Ginns stated that he had received 
a special delivery letter including the names of 
10 physicians who wished their names added to 
the petition. 

One might logically raise the question of why 
there are not more dentists publicly opposing 
fluoridation. Undoubtedly, there are many who 
have not done any estensive investigation of this 
controversy. There is another aspect, however, 
that is significant and casts a new light on the 
subject. Section 20 of the code of ethics of the 
American Dental Association prevents opposi- 
tion — or, at best, makes it extremely difficult. 
Jt reads as follows: 

“Sue. 20. EDUCATION OF THE PUBLIC — A 
dentist may properly participate in a progr for the 
education of the public ow matters pertaining to den- 
tistry provided such a progeam is in keeping with the 
dignity of the profession and Was. the approval of the 
dentists of a community or State acting through the 
appropriate agency of the dental society.”

Perhaps the most effective weapon at the dis- 
posal of Jewish nationalists in their campaign to 
negate Christian-American culture and civiliza- 
tion is “tolerance” and “brotherhood” propa- 
ganda.

1. What is fluoridation? 

Fluoridation is the adding of a 
deadly, cumulative poison to 
drinking-water for the scientifi- 
cally-unproved purpose of help- 
Ing children's teeth resist cavi- 
ties. When sodium fluoride is 
added to municipal water-sup- 
plies, this procedure becomes 
mass-medication of the populace 
without regard to health, age, 
sensitivity, or need of the citi- 
zens drinking this doctored wa- 
ter.

Dr. Charles T. Betts, D.D.S., 
Toledo, states, “Fluorine is a 
poison which is cumulative. in 
the body, similar to radium, no 
antidote is known.” 

Dr. Royal Lee, D.D.S., Milwau- 
kee, states “Inorganic fluorine is 
a cumulative poison... It ac- 
cumulates in the body even when 
taken in very small doses . 
makes bones brittle.” 

Dr. Robert S. Harris, professor 
of the biochemistry of nutrition, 
Mass. Inst. Technology, says, 
“Fluorine is a toxic element... 
which has been shown to inter- 
fere with important processes in 
the body.” 

The U. S. Dispensatory, 24th 
Edition, states, ‘Fluorides are 
violent poisons to all living tis- 
sue because of their precipita- 
tion of calcium. They cause fall 
of blood pressure, respiratory 
failure, and general paralysis. 
Continuous ingestion of non-fa- 
tal doses causes permanent inhib- 
ition of growth.” 


3. Are not naturally - fluori- 
dated and artificially-fluoridated 
waters the same? 

Absolutely not! The fluorides 
found naturally are usually or- 
ganic calcium fluorides which 
are in combination with other 
natural elements serving to in- 
hibit and neutralize the toxic 
effects of fluorine, and which 
ean be assimilated by the body; 
the artificially fluoridated water 
is obtained with sodium fluoride 
which is an inorganic, cumula- 
tive poison 85 times more toxic 
than calcium fluoride, and can- 
not be assimilated by the body, 
and which, when added to wa- 
ter, makes hydrofluoric acid, an 
extremely active and dangerous 
poison, used chiefly for etching 
glass. 


4. What effect does artificially- 
fluoridated water have upon can- 
eerous growth? 

Dr. Alfred Taylor of Biochem- 
ical Institue U. of Texas, one of 
the country’s leading research 
scientists who appeared before

non-fluoridated water, 


5. What effect does artificial- 
ly-fluoridated water have upon 
the digestive processes? 

The University of New Mexi- 
co Bulletin of August 1, 1938 
on the “Menace of Fluorine to 
Health,” states on page 20-21, 
“Solutions of sodium fluoride 
with a fluorine content as low 
as one part in 15,000,000 may in- 
hibit the action of the lipase 
(pancreatic juice) as much as 
50 per cent. 


6. What effect does fluorine 
have upon the dentine of the 
teeth? 

University of New Mexico Bul- 
letin referred to above states on 
page 19, “Although it is true 
that the enamel of adult teeth 
is uneffected by fluorine, the 
dentine, which receives nutri- 
ents from the blood stream con- 
tinually and whose composition 
is subject to change, will suffer." 


7. What effect does artificially- 
fluoridated water in the recom- 
mended dosages have upon the 
liver? — 

University of New Mexico Bul- 
letin referred to above, page 20, 
states, “An inhibitory effect on 
the action of enzymes, charac- 
teristic of antiseptics in general, 
is a property of all inorganic 
fluorides. Evidence has been es- 
tablished that there is a specific 
influence of fluorides on certain 
enzymatic changes association 
with carbohydrates and fats, The 
results of a study conducted by 
Kastle and Loevenhart on the 
effect of antiseptics on the reac- 
tions of pancreatic and liver ex- 
tracts revealed a harmful effect 
on most substances studied” 


8. What about periodontal 
(gum) diseases from fluoridated 
water? 

Dr. H. K. Box, periodontist 
of international repute on the 
Dental Faculty of the U. of 
Toronto, made a survey and 
found an appallingly high inci- 
dence of pyorrhea, gingivities, 
and other gum diseases in areas 
where the water was naturally- 
fluoridated. (Artificially-fluori- 
dated water is 85 times more 
toxic!) 

9. What effect could artificial- 
ly-fluoridated water have upon 
the body's protoplasmic and 
enzymatic system? 

Dr. Paul H. Phillips of the U. 
of Wisconsin dept. of biochem- 
istry states, “Fluorine is known 
to be an enzymatic inhibitor and 
interferes with metabolism of 
breakdown of glucose between 
the 6 carbon and 3 carbon com- 
pounds. The metabolism of glu- 
cose or its breakdown is our 
primary source of energy for 
maintaining life and doing use- 
ful work,” 

10. Does artificially -fluoridated 


water have an effect on the 
brain and nerve-cells? 


Dr. A. L. Miller, M.D. reports 
in the Congressional Record, 
March 4, 1952, that a lessened 
mental reaction is seen in rats 
and mice who have had fluorides. 


11, Why can promoters of flu- 
oridation state that medical-sci- 
ence is ignorant of any bad ef- 
fects from fluoridated water? 

Simply because the experi- 
ments have not been going on a 
long enough time to demon- 
strate these cumulative effects. 
The American Journal of Chem- 
istry states that fluorine may 
tend to accumulate within the 
body so that the symptoms of 
fluorine-poisoning may take as 
long as 10 years to appear.” 
However, in Sheboygan, Wiscon- 
sin, after 8 years of fluoridation, 
the little children who were fed 
this drugged water in their nurs- 
ing-bottles are beginning to show 
the first signs of chronic fluorine- 
poisoning—mottled teeth 


12. Has either the American 
Dental or Medical Association 
done any original scientific re- 
search in regard to the effects 
of artificially-fluoridated water 
upon teeth or the organs of the 
human body? 

There is no record in scien- 
tific literature of their having 
done so. They seem to be merely 
echoing the opinions of a group 
of public-health officials from 
the United States Public Health 
Service, who, likewise, have 
done no conclusive research. 


13. Who is behind fluoridation 
and who stands to profit? 

Oscar Ewing, attorney for the 
American Aluminum Co. of 
America which has sodium 
fluoride as a waste product, gave 
the fluoridation movement its 
big push when he became Fed- 
eral Security Administrator. He 
left $750,000 a year with the 
Aluminum Co, to take $17,500 a 
year as FSA head. In 1951 his 
agency asked for two million 
dollars for fluorine propaganda 
alone. He also had millions of 
dollars to give out to dental and 
medical colleges, state depart- 
ments of health, as money-grants 
Of course, these money grants 
are given only to those dental 
and medical colleges and state 
health departments who foster 
and promote the programs of the 
U. S. Public Helath Service. It 
all fits together like a glove! 
Thus the price of sodium fluor- 
ide jumped from 1% cents a 
pound when sold as a rat-poison 
up to as much as 15 cents a 
pound when sold for human con- 
sumption in drinking-water. 


14. What methods are used to 
promote fluoridation? 

All the techniques of propa- 
ganda, the “band-wagon meth- 
od” (that lists all the towns 
fluoridating, even though some 
may not be), the “prestige- 
method” (that gives the names 
of organizations endorsing fluor- 
idating, even though endorse- 
ments are empty and meaning- 
less when not backed up by 
scientific data), the “glittering- 
generality" method (of making 
statements that sound good, but 
when analyzed mean nothing 
and say nothing) the “name-call- 
ing" method (that calls all those

who oppose polluted water such 
names as “crackpots” fear- 
mongers," etc.) the “fictitious 
story"-method, (that relates 
stories intended to make people 
who oppose poisoned water as 
being simple and ignorant)—all 
these propaganda techniques and 
others are used. 

15, Are many cities rejecting 
fluoridation? 

Over 300 communities in the 
U. S. have rejected fluoridation 
so far, with more being added 
all the time. Cities such as Seat- 
tle, Cincinnati, Tallahassee, St. 
Louis, New York, De- 
troit, New Orleans, and Los 
Angeles, to name only a few, 
have all rejected fluoridation 
after studying the pros and cons. 


16. Why are so many doctors 
and dentists favoring fluorine? 

It seems to be a matter of 
association-control. Medical and 
dental colleges, as well as state 
health departments, receive large 
grants of money from the U. S. 
Public Health Service, which is 
promoting fluoridation. These 
money-grants are given on the 
condition that the programs of 
the USPHS are fostered. Further- 
more, it is considered unethical 
for an individual doctor or den- 
tist to publicly oppose a program 
which his association has en- 
dorsed. 


17. Has anything beneficial 
been proved to be due to fluori- 
dation? 

Nothing in scientific literature 
can be found which shows fluor- 
ine, the “wild cat” or “villain” 
of the chemical world, to be a 
beneficial agent to human biolo- 
gy. Even the delay in dental 
cavities which is attributed to 
the ingestion of fluorine has 
been said by Dr. Paul Manning, 
D.M.D. to be a “pathological or 
diseased effect” of fluorine. 


18. Can the people who want 
fluorides obtain them without 


having the city water-supply 
fluoridated? 
Yes, there is a tablet, now 


available at drug-stores, which 
when dropped in a quart of wa- 
ter or milk will give the exact 
proposed ratio of 1 ppm. 

19. What about the subversive 
aspects of fluoridation? 

There is a school of thought 
now developing considerable fol- 
lowing that fluoridation is Com- 
munist-inspired. Former Com- 
munists have stated that fluor- 
idation is known to Communists 
as a method of Red warfare. 
Considering the recently-exposed 
infiltration of the many depart- 
ments of our Federal government 
by Communists, it is not unreas- 
onable to suppose that fluorida- 
tion-program could be subver- 
sive, since the U. S. Public Health 
service has mothered the fluori- 
dation program in the U. S. 

20, Have there been any com- 
pleted studies, either of the ef- 
feets of fluorine on the teeth, 
or on any other parts of the 
body? 

No. Even the studies on teeth 
have several years yet to run. 
There are no studies being made 
at the present time by the 
USPHS on the effects on other 
organs of the body.

On August 17, 1956, "Ft. 
Worth Star-Telegram", a daily newspaper, Ft. Worth, Texas, 
made available for review her file on GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG, 
SR., from which the following information was obtained: 


JAMES McLEAN of AP News Features interviewed GEORGE 
W. ARMSTRONG, SR., at Natchez, Mississippi, on 11/12/49 and 
released the following information for publication in morning 
Papers of November 13, 1949; 


GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG, SR. was born in Jasper County, 
Texas, the son of an itinerant Methodist minister. He was 
84 years old at time of above interview. He graduated from 
University of Texas School of Law in 1880, and began the 
practice of law at Ft. Worth, Texas, in 1890. He was elected 
County Judge of Tarrant County, Ft. Worth, in 1897, and be- 
came known as "JUDGE ARMSTRONG." 


He resided during his latter years at Woodstock ,~~ 
Plantation at Natchez, Mississippi, but maintained a resi- 
dence at Ft. Worth, Texas, for voting purposes. He gained 
considerable wealth as a result of oil ventures, banking, 
cattle, utilities, steel manufacturing in Texas, and land 
buying in Mississippi. He is reported to have owned at 
least three oil fields in three counties consisting of 18 oil 
wells, and 38 plantations, 


At the date of the interview on November 12, 1949, 
Mr. ARMSTRONG stated that three years previously, he had 
established at Ft. Worth, Texas, the "Judge Armstrong Foundation, 
which ‘siphons off! about 15% of his income for tax exempt 
charitable and educational purposes." Judge ARMSTRONG was an 
exponent against what he termed "racial mongrelization" i 
in his view was the “intermingling of Jews, Genf 
Negroes in the same Schools," which he violentl

Judge ARMSTRONG stated that among others, his 
organization had oontributed to GERALD L. K. SMITH of the 
Christian Nationalist Crusade with headquarters at St. Louis, 
Missouri, and to EMORY BURKE, leader of an Anti-Negro and 
Anti-Jewish group of Atlanta, Georgia, and, to R. H. BEST 
of Boston, Massachusetts, a former American newspaperman in 
Germany who was convicted of treason for Nazi propaganda 
work. Judge ARMSTRONG claimed that SMITH, BURKE and BEST 
were "persecuted persons." 


The"Star-Telegram"file contains a news story which 
appeared in the"Star-Telegram'in evening edition of January 21, 
1952, concerning a suit which ARMSTRONG had filed in Ft. Worth 
in U. S. District Court in which he sought refund from U. S. 
Treasury of $620.00 and $6,276.30 for alleged erroneous income 
tax assessments made in 1948. In this suit, Judge ARMSTRONG 
and his wife alleged that in 1948, they had contributed 
$1,000.00 and in 1948, had contributed $10,000.00 to the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation and that they had not been allowed deductions 
on the same, 


A story in the "Star-Telegram," morning edition of 





November 27, 1952, stated that the basis of the suit was "whether or 


not the Judge Armstrong Foundation, now inactive, was entirely for 
charitable, educational, and religious purposes." 


This article said further that counsel for the 
ARMSTRONGS said the Foundation was created in 1945. The 
Government contended, and, won a decision to the effect that 
the Judge Armstrong Foundation was not entitled to the exemption 
of the Act because it was not devoted exclusively to religious, 
educational or charitable purposes. The government contended 
that the Commissioner of Internal Revenue had based his decision 
on the fact that the Foundation was distributing pamphlets 
“constituting propaganda designed to influence legislation," 
and therefore was not educational but "political" in nature. 


According to this article, excerpts from one pamphlet 
read before the Federal Judge at trial of the case, suggested 
that President WOODROW WILSON, and FRANKLIN DELANO ROOSEVELT

were Jews, and referred to President HARRY S. TRUMAN as a 
"Communist Traitor." The article also said that Judge 
ARMSTRONG, an advocate of "white supremacy" had asked in a 
preface to one volume of his writings, that Congress abolish 
the 14th and 15th amendments, which had freed the Negroes 

and guaranteed them their voting rights. At the trial, Judge 
ARMSTRONG testified that one of the main purposes of the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation was to print and disseminate his writings. 
The government, on the other hand, contended that the Foundation 
distributed pamphlets and books which were Anti-Semitic, advo- 
cated repeal of the 14th and 15th amendments and alleged a 
sinister world Communistic conspiracy by Jews, and that it 

was used for propaganda and to try to influence legislation. 





According to a news item in "Star-Telegram" on 
October 13, 1954, Judge ARMSTRONG died at Natchez, Mississippi 
on October 1, 1954,

GB ixctcated on July 2, 1956, that CONDE 
MC GINLEY had printed the May, 1956 issue of "Borba", 

He said this pampnlet had the return address, P,O, Box 
227, Union, New Jersey, which is the Mc GINLEY address, 
He stated that, as usual, this article was written in 
Russian by ALEX EFIMOV but was Signed with his alias 

of IVAN PETROV. He said this article was entitled, 

"The Struggle Against Sheeney Communism." He stated that 
it was anti-Semitic in nature and recounted the stories 
of Jewish crimes against non-Jewish people of the world, 


He said this pamphlets stated that only PETROV's 
Committee could properly fight the Jews and he requested 
a dollar a year subseription for this monthly pamphlet, 


indicated on July 10, 1956, that CONDE 
MC GINLEY had printed a number of sheets entitled, "The

is a translation of an article appearing in "Borba", which 
was written by ALEX EFIMOV, that that this article is 
unsigned. He stated that this article contains a chart 
indicating the visible and invisible Government of Russia. 


lso indicated on July 10, 1956, that MCGINLEY 


had finished the printing of the May, 1956 National 


Renaissance Bulletin on July 5, 1956. He said that BENJAMIN 


FREEDMAN had helped JAMES MADOLE, leader of the National 
Renaissance Party, to write this issue. 


ndicated on July 17, 1956, that 2,600 
copies of a leaflet entitled "Facts are Facts" by 
BENJAMIN FREEDMAN, had been printed for MC GINLEY at the 
Reehl Lithographing Company, 305 East 45th Street, NYC. 


GED accca that these copies were paid for by 
a man whose name was not given, and the copies were 
furnished to MC GINLEY as a gift. 


GQ indicated on July 17, 1956, that an 
article written by CONDE MC GINLEY, entitled "The 
Coming Red Dictatorship", which had previously appered 
in "Common S-nse", had been reprinted in Germany by Widar- 
Verlag, Guido Roeder, (13B), Oberammergau, Obb, 


Waca that this was an anti-Semitic article, 
and that the writer, CONDE MC GINLEY, had not given any- 
one in Germany permission to reprint it. 


dded that MC GINLEY had veceived a letter 
from a #45 DIETER HEISE‘, Holzminden a.d. Weser, Germany, 
Furstenberg Str-18, who had pvaised this article, and 
requested more information from MC GINTEY. 


WED added that it is possible that EUSTACE ` 
MULLINS, who formerly had written articles for 
the subject organization had furnished this article to the

GMD indicated on July 25, 1956, that the June, 
1956 issue of "Borba", with the return address Box 927 
Union, New Jersey, was again printed in Russian by 
MC GINLEY in Union, New Jersey, and was written by ALEX

ba EFIMOV. He said this article is the usual anti-Semitie 
type and states that the Secret Police in Russia are 
DTD directly controlled by the Jews, and that the Jews, 
under the cover of Communism, are fulfilling their mission 
to destroy all non-Jews.

The April, 1955 "National Renaissance Bulletin", 
official National Renaissance Party publication, listed 
headquarters at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 


The. Na ional Renaissance Party was the subject 
of a prolim/*"Peport on neo~Fascist and hate groups, published 
by the House Committee on Un-American Activities on December 
17, 1954, which stated that this neo~fascist group's 
activities are clearly subversive and un-American.
